South Australian Economic Indicators is a monthly publication which contains the latest available data at the time 
of preparation for a range of statistical serics that have been identified as indicators of economic activity in this 
State. Ina number of cases the figures presented are preliminary and subject 1o revision in subsequent issues. 


Written and graphic commentary have been included for many of the selected serics and analysis has been 
augmented with the calculation of the percentage change from the previous reference period together with the 
presentation of comparative Australian data. Time series information has been included to provide a historical 
perspective on many of the selected indicators. Future issues may be expanded 10 include further historical data in 
response to expressed user needs. This product is under continuous review and any suggestions for enhancement 


will be welcomed. 


More detailed information on each series, including explanatory and technical notes, can be obtained from other 
Australian Bureau of Statistics publications or alternative data sources. To assist those seeking further information 
a source publication for cach of the series has been documented in the statistical summary.

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Overview 


State Accounts 


Gross State Produef (GSP) 


+ Gross State Product (GSP) trend estimates in 1989-90 prices fell 0.1% 


in the March quarter 1995 while final demand grew by 1.4%. This was 
the fourth consecutive quarter of negative growth in GSP, and over the 
year to March 1995 GSP has fallen by 0.8%. 


+ The trend estimate for dwelling units approved in South Austraha 
during April 1995 was the lowest monthly total recorded in the last 20 
years. 


Total housing finance commitments for owner occupied dwellings in 
South Australia decreased by 24.9% during April 1995. This was a 
resumption of the downward movement evident since the peak in March 


The April 1995 provisional trend estimate for new motor vehicle 
registrations in South Australia was 0.5% lower than the March 1995 
estimate. 


The April 1995 trend estimate for retail sales in South Australian was 
1.0% higher than the March figure. This compared with a risc of 0.5% 
for Australia. 


The underlying trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia 
has been increasing since January 1995 with the May 1995 estimate 
being 2.3% above the level of 12 months ago. 


The provisional trend unemployment rate for South Austraha decreased 
to 9.8% in May 1995, continuing the general downward movement 
evident since January 1994, 


The estimated resident population of South Australia at 31 December 
1994 was 1.471.871, an increase of 0.06% from the September quarter 
1994, and 0.35% higher than December 1993. 


Gross State Product (GSP) trend estimates in 1989-90 prices showed little 
change (-0.1%) in the March quarter 1995 in contrast to the strong growth 
in final demand (up 1.4%). This was the fourth consecutive quarter of 
negative growth in GSP, and over the year GSP has edged down by 0.8%. 
South Australia was the only State to record negative growth for both the 
March quarter and for the twelve month period to March 1995. (The 
national averages were 0.5% and 4.0% respectively.) 


Expressed in current prices. the rate of growth in GSP trend has also 
weakened with a rise of 0.3% in the March quarter and an increase of 2.8% 
over the year. (The national averages were 1.2% and 5.8% respectively.) 


A major contributing factor in the weakening ratc of growth in GSP has 
been wages. salaries and supplements which grew by 0.1% for the second 
consecutive quarter, considerably below the increases experienced in the 
preceding nine quarters. Wages. salaries and supplements grew |.7% for 
the twelve months ended March 1995 compared with the national average 
of 6.8%, 


State Final Demand 


International Accounts 
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In contrast to the decline in GSP, growth in State Final Demand (trend in 
1989-90 prices) grew strongly by 1.4% in the March quarter 1995. At 8.5% 
South Australia had the highest growth rate of the States and Territories 
over the twelve months to March 1995. (The national average was 5.8%). 


A major contribulor to the annual growth in State Final Demand was 
private gross fixed capital expenditure on equipment which more than 
doubled over the year. 


Private final consumption expenditure remained strong with a 13% 
increase in the March quarter and 5.0% for the 12 months ended March 
(this was in line with the national average of 5.1%). In contrast. 
government final consumption expenditure continued to decline, falling 
3.4% in the March quarter to a level 4.5% below that of a year ago. 
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Exports 


The valuc of overseas exports of South Australian produced commodities 
fell 18.8% from the March ageregate to $315.4 million in April 1995. 
following a stecp rise in the previous month. This was 12.1% below the 
value of exports in April 1994. 


In the ten months to April 1995 exports of metals and metal manufactures 
accounted for 14.8% of the total value of exports followed by road vehicles. 
parts and accessories (8.6%) and wool and sheepskins (8.2%). The cereals 
group, which comprised 11.2% of the value of all exports in the financial 
year 1993-94, accounted for only 6.5% of the total in the first 10 months of 
1994-95.

Consumption and Investment 


Retail Turnover 


Japan remains the major market for South Australian goods, accounting for 
16.8% of total exports during the first ten months of 1994-95. followed by 
ASEAN countries (14.4%) and other East Asian countries (10.4%), For the 
financial ycar 1993-94 the percentages were 16.1, 13.6 and 9.2 respectively. 
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The value of overseas imports into South Australia (compiled from import 
documents lodged in South Australia) amounted to $252.9 million in April 
£995, This was a fall of 14.6% from the March 1995 total, but 12.2% 
higher than the figure for April 1994, 


In the ten months to April 1995 road vehicles. paris and accessories 
accounted for 24.8% of imports, with machinery constituting 22.6% and 
petroleum and petroleum products 11.0%. These are the same leading 
commodity groups as in 1993-94, but the proportion of the road vehicles 
and machinery groups rose from 23.7% and 21.2% respectively, while the 
petroleum group fell from 14.4% of the total valuc. 


The April 1995 trend estimate for retail sales in South Australian showed 
an increase of 1.0% over the March figure, This compared with a rise of 
0.5% for Australia. For the first four months of 1995 the trend cstimate has 
recorded sirong growth of 1.0% or more each month. The trend estimates 
for all retail industry groups except recreational goods indicate increased 
turnover during April 1995,

Production 


In seasonally adjusted terms retail trade in April 1995 increased G.4% from 
March 1995, The retail turnover estimate in original terms for April 1995 
was $722.8 million. an mcrease of 0.1% from March 1995 and [4.8% 
above April 1994. 


The provisional trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations in South 
Australia for April 1995 was 0.5% below the March 1995 estimate. The 
last two months have scen a decline in the trend series after a period of 
growth over the precedinp six months. The seasonally adjusted estimate for 
April 1995 showed a 8.3% decrease from March 1995 but was 9.4% higher 
than in April 1994. 


In original terms there were 2.787 new motor vehicles registered in April 
1995, a decrease of 30.8% from March 1995 but 5.1% above Aprif 1994. 
For new passenger vehicles only, the Icading makes registered in April 
1995 were Ford (485 vehicles), Holden (410). Mitsubishi (388), Toyota 
(358) and Hyundai (122). 
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When the March quarter 1995 is compared with the March quarter 1994, 
rooms available in hotels. motels and guest houses in South Australia 
decreased slightly from [0,625 to 10.603 while bed spaces were steady at 
29.877. During this period, the room occupancy rate rose from 50.0% to 
53.4%, ranging from 28.9% for one star rated establishments to 76.2% for 
four star rated establishments, regional reom occupancy rates ranged from 
62.7% for the Adelaide Statistical Division to 37.0% for the Eyre Statistical 
Division: and takings from accommodation increased by 8.3% from $35.0 
mijlion 19 $37.9 million. Average takings per room night occupied rose 
from $73 to $74. 


The irend estimates (in seasonally adjusted current price terms) for private 
new capital expenditure in South Australia for the December quarter 1994 
was $568 million. The rise of 13.4% in the December quarter following 
rises of 19.0%. 14.4% and 4.8% for the September, June and March 
quarters respectively is an indicator of strong growth. Private new capital 
expenditure in original terms was $636 million an increase of 33.7% from 
the Scptcmber quarter. Buildings and structures accounted for $79 million 
and equipment. and plant and machinery $557 miltion. 


Dwelling Approvais 


The trend estimate for dwelling units approved in South Australia during 
April 1995 was 685, the lowest recorded since this scrices commenced in 
July (983. The estimate showed a 5.9% decrease from March 1995 and 
was 28.9% less than April 1994. 


Dwelling Commencements 
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Nationally the tend for dwelling units approved continued to move 
downward. The cstimate of 12,209 was 3.1% lower than the previous 
month and 23.9% below April 1994. 
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From the Building Activity Survey, an estimated 2.099 dwelling units were 
commenced in South Australia during the March quarter 1995. a fall of 
25.8% from the previous quarter, while nationally the decrcase was 22.8%. 
The latest figure for South Australia was 17.7% below the total for the 
March quarter 1994 and compared with a national fall over the same period 
of 13.6%, 


Non-residential building valued at $89.3 million was approved in South 
Australia in April 1995. Of this total, $63.9 million was for public sector 
work which included one project worth $35 million in the Education 
category. South Australia contributed 7.8% to the Australian total value of 
non-residential building approvals in April which amounted to $1,144.7 
million. 


The total value of building work conunenced during the December quarter 
1994 was down $22.8 million or 6.1% from the previous quartct 10 $348.9 
million. A fall in private sector commencements. including a fall of $12.8 
million for new residential building and $35.7 million for non-residenttal 
building accounted for most of the decrease. Building commencements in 
South Australia were 4.9% of the national total in the December quarter. 


The total value of buiiding work done during the December quarter 1994 
was $382.1 million. virtually unchanged from the previous quarter. Work 
done in both the residential and non-residential categorics was also virtually 
unchanged. This compares with a national increase in total work done for 
the December quarter of 4.4%. 


Building work yet ta be done was valued at $309.4 million at the end of 
December 1994, a fall of 6.9% from the previous quarter and the tenth 
successive quarterly fall. Compared with a vear carlicr. work yet to be done 
was down 10.6% in South Australia but up 10.3% nationally. Fellowing 
these movements work yet to be dene in South Austratia made up only 3.5% 
of the national figure for the December quarter 1994. 


In the December quarter 1994, engineering construction work done in 
South Australia rose 7.9% to $169.2 million with the industry categories of 
roads. highways and subdivisions, and tclecommunications being the main 
contributors to the increase. However, this was still 9.9% below the level of 
a year earlier. For Australia the December quarter 1994 figure was 5.3% 
up from the previous quarter and 4.7% up from a year earlier. 


Prices 


Consumer Price index 


House Building Materiais 


Tn the March quarter 1995 the all groups Consumer Price Index increased 
by 1.7% nattonally and this contributed to an annual increase of 3.9%. The 
quarterly and annual movements for Adelaide were marginally lower than 
the national figures at 1.6% and 3.7% respectively. 


Between the March quarter 1994 and March quarter 1995 the average 
supermarket price of a 1 litre carton of milk increased from 97c to $1.04 in 
Adelaide. The average price of a 150g jar of coffec has continued to climb 
and ihe increase between the December quarter 1994 ($5.21) and March 
quarter 1995 ($5.72) was 9.8%. The same product increased by 47% 
between the March quarter 1994 and the March quarter 1995. The price of 
potatoes increased by 5.3% from 95 to $1.00 per ke between the December 
and March quarters, while the rise from 59c in March 1994 to $1.00 in 
March 1995 represented an increase of 69.5%. 


CPI - GROUP INDEXES 
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In April 1995 the Price Index of Matcrials Used in House Building for 
Adelaide recorded a fall of 0.7% from the previous month. The only other 
capital to record a fall was Sydney (0.1%). The highest rise (0.3%) was 
shared by Brisbane, Perth and Hobart. Adelaide recorded a price rise of 
0.3% over the twelye month period from April 1994; this was the lowest 
annual increase of all the State capitals. Hobart (4.6%) recorded ihe 
greatest rise followed by Perth (3.6%). 
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Nion-house Building Materials 


House Prices 


In April 1993 Adelaide was the only State capital to record a fall (0.4%) 
from the previous month in the Price Index of Materials Used in Building 
Other Than House Building. A! other capitals recorded rises. the highest 
being Hobart (0.6%) followed by Sydney and Perth (both 0.2%). Over the 
twelve months to April 1995 the greatest increase was recorded by Perth 
(3.7%). followed by Hobart (3.4%), while the lowest rise was recorded by 
Melbourne (2.3%), Adelaide experienced a rise of 2.8% over the period. 
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Nationally, between the December quarter 1994 and the March quarter 
1995, prices for established houses increased by 1.0% while project home 
prices decreased by 0.3%. Over the same period prices of established 
houses in Adelaide increased by 0.7% while project home prices fell by 
0.5%. On an annuat basis the March quarter 1995 prices for established 
houses rose by 3.3% nationally while the increase for project homes was 
2.2% For Adclaide the increase for both established houses and project 
homes was 1.6%. 


Labour Force and Demography 


Population 


Employment 


The estimated resident population of South Australia at 31 December 1994 
was 1.471.871. an increase of 0.06% (916) from the September quarter. and 
0.35% higher than December 1993. This was well below the national 
annual growth rate of 1.1%. The low growth rate in this State was mainly 
attributable to a net outflow of 4.741 persons in interstate migration over 
the twelve month period. 


The underlying trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia has 
been increasing since January 1995. The May 1995 estimate (652,500) was 
2.3% higher than the level of 12 months age.

The underlying trend estimate of employed persons in Australia has been 
increasing since February 1993. reaching 8.224.100 in May 1995. Over the 
past 12 months. full-time and part-time employment have increased by 3.7 
and 7.0% respectively. 


The provisional end unemployment rate for South Australia decreased to 
9.8% in May 1995, continuing a general downward movement evident 
since January 1994. In the twelye months to May 1995. the trend 
unemployment rate for males decreased from 11.2 to 10.7%. while the rate 
for females decreased from 10.) to 8.7%. 
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The proportion of employees who worked overtime in South Australia in 
February 1995 was 16.3% compared with 16.8% in February 1994. 


There were 1.657 working days lost through industrial disputes in South 
Australia during March 1995. This was 4.0% of the Australian total 
(41.543 days). 


In the twelve months to March 1995, 26.100 working days were lost 
through industrial disputation in South Australia. 
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Short-term overseas visilor arrivals to South Australia in March 1995 rose 
by 16.6% from February 1995 to 7,635, and by 16.9% from the January 
1994 total. 


The trend estimate for arrivals of overseas visitors to Australia in March 
1995 was 0.5% above the February total. There were 313.541 visitors to 
Australia in March 1995. bringing the total for the nine month period to 
2.734.900, This is a 10.8% increase over the corresponding nime month 
period 1o March 1994. 
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South Australian short-term resident departures for March 1993 totalled 
10.449, This number was 38.1% higher than that for February 1995 and 
20.3% more than in March 1994. 


The trend estimate for Australian residents departing during March 1995 
for short-term trips abroad was 0.3% more than the February 1995 estimate. 
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Average Weekly Earnings 


Award Rates of Pay 


Financial Markets 


Average weekly ordinary time earnings of full-time adult employecs in 
South Australia increased from $598.60 in November 1994 to $619.90 in 
February [995. Male full-time ordinary time earnings rose from $619, 10 in 
November 1995 to $648.40 in February 1995. Over the same pertod. the 
comparable level for females rose from $558.00 to $560.80. 


Average weckly total carnings of all employees in South Australia were 
$527.90 in February 1995. up [rom $505.10 in November 1994. 


Since it is an average of earnings across all employcecs. changes in avcrage 
weekly carnings may occur through changes in employment as well as 
changes in pay levels. 


Over the 12 months to April 1995, the weckly award rates of pay index for 
full-time employees in South Australia increased by 0.7%. 


For full-time adult male employees. the largest annual movement of the 
index occurred in the recreation. personal and other services industry (an 
increase of 4.1% from April 1994). 


For full-time adult female employees. the largest annual movement of the 
index occurred in manufacturing (an increase of 1.3% from April 1994). 
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Housing Finance 


During the month of April 1995 {otal housing finance commitments for 
owner occupied dwellings in South Australia decreased by $70.3 million 
(24.9%) 10 $211.8 million. This is a resumption of the downward 
movement evident since the peak of $404.5 million in March 1994. 


Personal Finance 


Commercial Finance 
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The main component. financing commitments for the purchase af 
established dwellings. fell by $45.7 million (25.8%) to $131.7 mullion. 
Financing commitments for construction of dwellings fell by $10.0 million 
(29.0%) 10 $24.6 million, about one-half the April figure for cach of the 
previous two years. Purchases of newly erected dwellings decreased by $1.9 
million (13.0%) to $12.5 million. All three categories recorded the lowest 
April total in four years. 
SECURED HGQUSING FINANCE COMMITMENTS 
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In April 1995 personal finance commitments in South Australia fell by 
$48.2 million (23.3%) to $158.6 million from last month's record $206.8 
million, The totals for each of the first four months in 1995 are ail well 
above those of the corresponding months in 1994. 


The main category, sales of uscd motor vehictcs and station wagons under 
fixed loan commitments, decreased by $12.0 million (27.4%) to $31.9 
million. marginally below the April 1994 figure. Sales of new motor 
vehicles and station wagons fell by $5.8 million (33.0%) to $11.7 million. 


Total personal finance commitments under fixed loan commitments 
decreased significantly by $40.3 million (28.3%) to $102.1 miflion in April 
1995, just below the corresponding month last year, Total personal finance 
commitments under revolving credit commitments decreased by $7.9 
million (15.2%) from last month's four year peak of $64.3 million. 


In April 1995 (olal commercial finance commitments in South Australia 
declined by $70.7 million (15.1%) to $397.4 million. This continued the 
downward trend following $701.4 million peak of August 1994, Finance 
commitments under fixed loan facilities and commitments under revolving 
credit facilities both recorded falls.

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Lease Finance 


Forward Outlook 


Composite Leading indicator 


Commercial finance commitments under fixed loan [acililics decreased by 
$49.8 million (18.4%) to $220.3 million from the revised total of $270.1 
million in March. The past three months figures are well below the 
corresponding months of 1994. All catcgorics expericnced falls during the 
month except public administration which was up by $0.7 muilion. 


Commitments under revolving credit facilities feil by $20.9 million (10.6%) 
to $177.1 million. Agriculture, forestry, fishing and hunting increased by 
$15.0 million (63.7%) and wholesale trade by $3.9 million (8.5%) but these 
gains were offset by ihe falls in other groups including manufacturing 
(down $8.6 miltion). 


The value of goods under new finance lease commitments for South 
Australia declined in April 1994 and resumed the downward trend from the 
peak of $36.1 million recorded in June 1994. In April new finance lease 
commitments totalled $14.3 million a decrease of $6.5 million (31.1%) 
from March, This was the lowest April figure over the past decade. 


Lease commitinents for new motor vehicles and station wayzons not subject 
to depreciation. the largest category, decreased by $2.5 million (37.2%) to 
$4.3 million, the lowest monthly figure recorded over the last ten years. 
Used motor vchicles and station wagons not subject to depreciation fell by 
$0.9 million (30.6%) io $2.0 million. New motor vehicles subject to 
depreciation fell for the fourth consecutive month. down $0.2 million 
(28.5%) to $0.6 million. Total motor vehicles under new finance lease 
commitments decreased by $4.0 million (29.7%) to $9.5 million. 


Other industries to experience falls in the valuc of poods under new finance 
lease commitments were construction and carthineving equipment. down 
$0.8 million (82.5%), and manufacturing equipment also down $0.8 mitlion 
(52.3%). 


The Composite Leading Indicator (CLI) is a single time series produced by 
agerceating eight individual cconomic indicators and has been devcloped 
by the ABS as an experimental series 1o supplement existing forms of 
economic analysis and modelling. 


The CLI summarises the carly signals contained in a selection of economic 
indicators and is designed to help in the detection of turning points 
between successive expansions and contractions of economic activity but 
does not attempt to forecast the level of cconomic activity. 


The main features of the December quarter 1994 data were: 


* confirmation of the narrowing in the deviation of GDP(A) from its 
long-ierm trend (Predicted by the December 1994 CLI: 


* acominuation of the downward movement in the CLI evident since the 
June quarter 1994 peak. and the acceleration in this downward 
movement (-0.01% in the September quarter 1994, -0.32% in the 
December quarter 1994 and 0.58% in the March quarter 1995): 


an increasing unanimity among CLI components as the downward 
movement accelerates: seven of the cight components made negative 
contributions to the CLI, compared with six in the December quarter 
1994 (revised), and three in the September quarter (revised). 


The quarterly data are released in more detail in the Australian Economic 
Indicators (1350.0). The CLI was the topic of the Focus article in the 
Seplcmber 1993 edition of South Australian Economic Indicators 
(1307.4). 


Australian Business Expectations 


Expected Private New Capital 
Expenditure 
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Surveys of business expectations have been a feature of the economic 
intelligence available to decision makers for a number of years. The main 
output from these surveys has been a qualitative indicator which provides 
the net proportion of businesses predicting a rise or fall in future business 
conditions. Further details about these surveys which arc conducted 
quarterly by the ABS are available in Ausiralian Business Expectations 
(1250.0), the September 1994 edition of Australian Economic Indicators 
(1350.0) and the May 1994 edition of South Australian Ecanamic 
Indicators (1307.4).

Short ferm 


Businesses in South Australia expected a rise of 1.8% in sales in the June 
quarter compared with the March quarter 1995 while the national 
expectation was a 1.4% increase. 


Medium term 


Businesses in South Australia expected a lower growth in sales (1.1%) 
than the national expectation of 3.0% for the March quarter 1996 
compared with the March quarter 1995. 


In the December quartcr 1994 Survey of Private New Capital Expenditure 
businesses provided details of actual expenditure for the December quarter 
1994, expectations of new capital expenditure for the 6 months to June 
1995 and expectations for the 1995-96 financial year.

Assuming that business expectations are fully realised in 1994-95 this will 
result in an increase in 1994-95 new capital cxpenditure in South 
Australia of 31% compared with 1993-94 (19% for Australia). However, 
if business expectations are adjusted by the latest realisation factor then the 
South Australian increase will fall to 21% and the Australian increase to 
18%. 


The possible percentage change in actual expenditure in 1995-96 
compared with 1994-95 after adjusting the latest expectations for both 
years using relevant 1993-94 realisation ralios are a decrease of 12% for 
South Australia and 1% increase for Australia. Users should be aware that 
State realisation patterns are volatile and caution should be used in 
interpreting the results. 


Further details about the survey are included in State Estimates of Private 
New Capital Expenditure (5646.0).
